LONDON, Aug. 2%.— (CP) — 
Speaking to cheering crowds in 
front of the prefecture in Paris, 
Gen. de Gaulle proclaimed last 
night the liberation of Paris and 
declared “We will not rest until 
we march into enemy territory as 
conquerors.” 


The president of the French 
Committee of National Liberation, 
back in the capital after four years 


by the Saskatchewan government, /of fighting from exile, told his ex- 


ultant listeners; “France will take 
her place among the great nations 
which will organize the peace.” 

His speech was broadcast by the 
Paris radio and the shouting and 
singing of the crowd could be 
clearly heard, repeatedly interrupt- 
ing the French leader. 


RIGHTS ABROAD 
“France has rights abroad,” Gen, 


de Gaulle continued. “France is a 


great nation and she has rights 
which she will know how to make 
heard. 
“She has the right to security: 
“She has the right to insist that 


she never again be invaded by the 
enemy who so often has invaded 


her. 

“She has the right to be in the 
first line among the great nations 
who are going to organize the 
Peace and life of the world. 

“Men and women, we are here in 
a Paris which stood erect and rose 


in order to free herself—a Paris op- 
pressed, downtrodden and mar- 


tyred, but still Paris. 


FREED BY FRENCH 


“Paris is free now—freed by the 
hands of Frenchmen—the capital 


of fighting France, of France the 
great eternal. 


“It is not enough that with the 


aid of our dear and splendid Allies 
we should drive ‘the enemy from 
our soil. After what happened to 


France, we will not rest or be satis- 
fied until we enter—as is only 
right—upon the enemy's own soil 
as conquerors. 

“We are going to fight on to the 
last day—to a day of total and com- 
plete victory.”

The pay- 
ments made with respect to these 
maturities totalled $4,506,225 and in 
thereto soldier settlers 
made pre-payments to a total of 


$1,293,235. 


1,648 GIVEN TITLES 

“During this same period 1,648 
soldier settlers completed their 
loan agreements and received titles 
to their lands. Although many of 
these contracts still had several 


years to run. 


“Up to Aug. 19 last 5,358 soldier 
settlers had paid off.their loans in 
full. On the same date there were 
5,696 whose agreements were still 
in force. Repayments and pre- 
payments are being made in in- 
creasing amounts, which is factual 
evidence that soldiers settlers... 
sre taking advantage of favorable 
conditions in agriculture to free 
their lands from encumbrance.” 


He then referred to an order-in- 
council, which terminated Dec. 31, 
1943, under which soldier settlers 
could apply for a reduction of in- 
debtedness, he added that there 
were 542 applications still to be 
dealt with, but after adjustment 
operations were completed reduc- 
tions would have been made in ap- 
proximately 1.550 cases, of which 80 
per cent originated in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta.

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Purchasing Power First 


Premier Stuart Garson of Manitoba 
says he hesitates to endorse the federal 
government's family allowances plan be- 
cause he fears it may be intended to take 
the place of other social security measures 
such as health insurance. 

He bases his apprehension tipon the 
statement of Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King that the family allowances bill would 
“provide purchasing power where | it is 
needed.” This, he says, inclines him to be- 
lieve that the bill may be “only incidentally 
a social service measure, but primarily an 
instrument of fiscal policy.” 

Premier Garson is an astute and experi- 
enced leader. And perhaps the confusion 
into which he has fallen may have en- 
trapped others. 

As it happens, the very thing that 
causes Premier Garson apprehension 
should reassure him. If Prime Minister 
King had not designated family allowances 
as a means of affording purchasing power 
where it is needed, there might be some 
cause to suspect that the measure was a 
sop to replace other social security plans. 
But the fact that he did mention purchas- 
ing power, thereby repudiating the financial 
policy of his minister of finance, indicates 
that he has touched the root of the whole 
national problem and that the social secur- 
ity program will actually take on new 
meaning. 

For it is lack of purchasing power that 
impoverishes Canadians and threatens the 
future of the country. There is no produc- 
tion problem. Canada has shown that she 
can plunge two million men into abnormal 

jobs producing abnormal goods, four-fifths 
of which are given away under the war 
program, without interfering too seriously 
with the supply of consumer goods. 

There will never, then, be any doubt of 
her ability to produce. But there is serious 
doubt of the ability of her people to buy. 
That is why the Prime Minister made the 
most significant statement of his career 
when he emphasized the need for purchas- 
ing power. 

Mr. Ilsley’s policy is to freeze salaries, 
seize a great part of them in income tax 
and drain off the rest in victory loans. Such 
a course may be indicated, under certain 
circumstances, in wartime. But in peace- 
time this complete dissolution of purchas- 
ing power will disrupt industry, impoverish 
the country and plunge every individual 
into hopeless debt. 

Family allowances, health insurance. 
old age pensions and every other form of 
Social security would be useless without 
providing purchasing power. That, indeed, 
is the sole purpose of social security 
measures, to provide purchasing power. 

Surely Mr. Garson need not be too ap- 
prehensive.

Cautious Sweden 


One of the remarkable features of this 
war has been the amazing caution of 
Sweden. The Swedish government has 
pursued a tortuous course between British 
and German friendship, always with an 
eye on the main chance, and has managed 
to do very well for itself without earning to 
any marked degree, the heated recrimina- 
tions of either side. 

It is true that Sweden has not gained 
the admiration of the world, as Norway and 
Denmark have done, for a bold and deter- 
mined gtand in the face of adversity. But 
while one may question Swedish feelings of 
humanity and even Swedigh good faith, 
there are those who will admire Swedish 
shrewdness in diplomacy and the Swedish 
ability to pick up an honest or dishonest 
dollar while the rest of the world is 
floundering in blood. 

Asa current example of this caution. we 
have the announcement that Sweden has 
broken off relations with Vichy. 

The best part of France is in the hands 
of the Allies. The Germans are scuttling 
for home. Laval is a fugitive in Germany. 
Old Petain is a guest of the Gestapo. 

And Sweden recognizes this debacle by 
breaking off relations!

Religious Education 


Ontario, it is announced, will experi- 
ment with a new course in religious educa- 
tion which will be given in grades one and 
two when the schoo! term reopens Septem- 
ber 5.

Opposition to religious education in the 
schools has taken the form of objecting to 
making the schools hotbeds of doctrinal 
dispute. It is a sound objection a far as it 
goes. Unhappily our religious creeds are 
separated by dogmatic morasses. 

But it is to be noted that doctrinal splits 
occur: usually in the higher phases of re- 
ligious teaching. Among all the creeds 
there is a common ground. That common 
ground is a shared belief in the Fatherhood 
of God and the Brotherhood of Man. That 
is the basis of al civilized religions. 

Certainly no suspicion of indoctrination 
could attach itself to the teaching of these 
cardinal beliefs. And that, for the present, 
is as far as religious education in the 
schools need go.

run wild along the Adriatic and plunder 
the former Austro-Hungarian Empire at

he had not the slightest idea of restraint 
in international relationships and was on 
hand to squeeze the last drop of juice out 
of the international pie for the greedy 
Italians, f 

The situation in Italy does not look 
very hopeful if the Italians can produce no 
more acceptable leader than this.

Applying Lipstick Is Real Art 


Most Authorities Advise 
The Blotting Off of the 


Excess 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 

Since almost every woman uses 
lipstick, I thought it would be in- 
teresting to delve into its applica- 
tion. So here are the results of a 
survey of opinions and advice of 
leading New York and Hollywood 
experts. . 

First let's find out how to apply 
lipstick. Follow the natural line of 
the lips. If they are exceptionally 
full cheat a bit so that the lipstick 
line is indented slightly from the 
natural line. If the lips are thin 
cheat a little the other way. 

Retain the true proportions of the 
bows, but keep the line soft. Avoid 
exaggerated curves or points. but 
never flatten out the line of the 
bows entirely. Carry the lipstick 


| from the bows to the corners of the 
| mouth in a line that curves out 


gently from the natural line. This 
gives a more appealing shape to all 
mouths. Bé sure that the outward 


curving line is very light—too much 
gives the lips a sulky, sneering ex- 
pressjon. 


Methods of Applying 


For a clean, even line, with no 
fuzzy, frayed edges, use a brush or 
pencil to outline the mouth. A 
lipstick pencil, which looks like an 
ordinary lead pencil, has a firm, 
non-greasy red coloring with which 
the mouth can be drawn on. It can 
be used in one of two ways. Draw 


the outline first with the. pencil, remove the powder from the lips.* 


then fill in the shape with your lip- 
stick; or apply lipstick first, to fill 
iu the main area of the mouth, and 
use the pencil to even the edges. In 
either procedure the pencil should 
be moistened with lipstick to work 
most effectively.

Given Awards 


OTTAWA, Aug. 26.—(CP)—The 
gallantry of a Canadian sergeant 
who despite sub-freezing tempera- 
tures defended his position for 
36 hours, repulsed seven counter- 
attacks and provdied the “hub of 
the entire defence of his sector” 
was related last night with re- 


lease of citations covering awards 
of two United States decorations 
to Canadian soldiers for gallantry 
in Italy. | 

The citations were made public 
by defence headquarters. Both 
awards were announced last month, 

Sgt. E. S. Fines, 22, of Lloyd- 
minster, Sask., and South Welling- 
ton, B.C., was posthumously award- 
ed the United States Distinguished 
Service Cross for “extraordinary 
heroism” in action Jan. 7 and 8 near 
Ceppagna, 
SENT FORWARD 

He was sent forward with a small 
group to augment the defence of a| 
critical hill crest which had been 


| won from the. enemy and found it 
defended by one machine-gun and 
two riflemen, who were under fire 
from three enemy machine-guns, 
mortars and small arms. 

“Sgt. Fines edged his way to a 
nearby enemy machine-gun pit, re- 
moved the body of the dead gunner 
and set up his gun,” said the cita- 
tion. . 
“ignoring sniper fire, he quickly 
silenced the enemy machine-gun 
on his right flank. His fire, co- 
ordinated with that of the other 
defenders, silenced the enemy 
weapon to the front. 

“Confined to a cramped and ex- 
posed position, in sub-freezing tem- 
perature, he maintained a vigilant 
defence of his position through the 
succeeding 36 hours. When his own 
ammunition was expended, he em- 
placed a discarded enemy machine- 
gun and continued to fire. 


GOT AMMUNITION 

“On one occasion he crawled to 
a position on his front and obtained 
more of the enemy's arnmunition to 
use in his weapon. 

He repulsed seven counter-at- 
tacks on his own position and in 
addition denied the enemy an im- 
portant approach to Mount Majo. 
When he was finally relieved the 
bodies of 11 Germans lay in front 
of his position. Sgt. Fines provid- 
ed the hub of the entire defence 
of the sector.” 

Sgt. H. E. Webb, 33, of Bremner, 
‘Alta., was awarded the Bronze Star 
for making his way through heavy 
enemy crossfire near Borgo Piave, 
Feb. 17 to assist a wounded com- 
rade, and for improvising a litter 
and assisting in carrying him to 
safety. .

afternoon, He was 62 years old. 
One of the most highly respected | 
and widely-kAown educationists 
in this city, he had shaped the 
careers of thousands of Edmon- 
tenians who went forward to 
serve in technical branches of the 
armed forces in the war. 


Mr. Hilton was taken wunex- 
pectedly ill last Sunday and was 
rushed to hospital. His general 


condition steadily deteriorated and 
early Friday afternoon he lapsed 
into a coma, and death soon took 
place. 

He was born on May 13, 1882, 
at Leigh, Lancashire, Eng., son of 
Henry Hilton and Anne Hindley 
Boydell. He was educated at Gram- 
mar school at Leigh; Witwaters- 
rand School of Mining and 
Metallurgy; Transvaal Technical | 
Institute and the Municipal School 
of Technology, Manchester, Eng. 

Mr. Hilton was married on Aug, 
27, 1908, to Mary Harvey Watters, 
daughter of Henry Watters, and 
Mary William Harvey, at Johannes- 
burg, South Africa, They have one 
daughter, Edith Mary. He started | 
a business career at Johannesburg | 
with Langaagte Deep Gold Mining |

CHIEF ASSAYER 

Later he was with Robinson 
Randfontein G.M. Company, Ltd, 
Johannesburg, as chief assayer 
until change of management, when 
he returned to Langlaate Deep 
Ltd. as assayer and surveyor.

Constipation. is a very common 


symptom which in about eighty per | 


cent of the cases is due chiefly to 
faully habits of living. It is capable 
ot being corrected when these hab- 
its are changed. However, at the 
slart, when the patient is attempt® 
ing to encourage the formation of 
better habits, there is tsually 2 
period when special effort must be 
put forth to re-train the colon intu 
eliminating regulariy. 

During this period, there are sev- 
eral meastres available which may 
bring excellent results, both in the 
way of returning the colon to nor- 
mal size and shape and in the way 
of helping it to discharge waste 
material regularly. 

In general there are two forms of 
constipation: the atonic and the 
spastic. Some physicians do not ap- 
prove of these classifications, how- 
ever, they are often used because 
they are convenient. In the atonic 
form, the X-ray will show the colon 
to be flabby and relaxed. Certain 
parts of it may enlarge to form bal- 
loons or pouches, which change the 


normal shape. In this form the 
colon might be called “lazy” or 
“sluggish” and it is this laziness 


which produces the symptom of de- 
lay in regard to movement. 

In a case of this kind, the patient 
may be helped by certain types of 
office treatment. For example. the 
Sine wave over the abdomen may 
be of great value in exercising the 
flabby abdominal muscles, restoring 
them to a better tone and giving the 
patient an exercise whic he could 
not voluntarily give himself. Such 
treatment is often of value in stimu: 
lating the colon toward normal ac- 
tivity. 

Manipulative treatment over 
abdomen is ofien of value 
when given by a physician who is 
skilled in this kind of work 

The patient with atonic constipa- 
tion will generally be found to 
have relaxed abdominal muscles 
and he may benefit from special 
instructions regarding some exer- 
cises which may be used in bring- 
ing about the desirable effect of 
strengthening the important ab- 
dominal muscles. Tue diet to be 
used is likewise important, and a 
good basic diet in these cases is one

Negligible Building in 1930's 


Edmonton's serious housing 
shortage had its real roots in the 
depression years when construc- 
tion of dwellings was negligible, a 
well known contractor stated Sat- 
urday, He said that throughout 
the years 1931 to 1936 inclusive 
approximately 600 homes were 
built against a normal housing 
requirement of not less than 3,000 
for this period, 

The situation in E@monton and 
throughout Alberta was made more 
desperate, he added, as the proévi- 
sions of the National Housing Act 
then in force, were not operative 
in this province, and while home 
building in cities in other provinces 
of Canada was maintained at least 
to normal requirements the pro- 
gram here fell to an all time low 
with only 84 houses being built in 
1933 

With the present Dominion hous- 
ing plan being made available to 
potential homebuilders in this 
province this contractor predicted 
that for many years Edmonton is 


* 


likely to enjoy the greatest build- 
ing boom in its history. 


MANY CONVERSIONS 

So great was the shortage of 
houses in the depression years, he 
added, that more than 2,000 resi- 
dents of homes in the one family 
dwelling zone took the Jaw into 
their own hands, and converted 
their homes into multiple accom. 
modation units without bothering 
fo obtain permit from the city 
architect's department, 

it will be recalled that about 
four years ago John Martland, 
then city architect, reported 
these violations to the city com- 
missioners. The report was re- 
ferred to a committee of the city 
council, but no action was taken 
to make the home owners con- 
form to the zoning requiat ons 
because there was no accommo- 
dation available to the families 
that would be disposed if such 
conforming action was taken. 

The majority of these cases still 
exist, he added, and alternative ac- 
commodation must be found for 
them. A low cost housing plan 
would enable them to establish 
themselves in their own homes, and 
rectify a situation that was created 
under stress of economic conditions,
